For the first time in her visit to 
this country the Queen lost 
composure, when, after she had 
knelt on a buffalo robe during the 
ceremonies, the robe was picked up 
by a group of chiefs and she was 
carried a short distance to the

Ordinarily, the designation “‘war 
woman” is given by Indians only 
for services on the field of battle.

Chats With Farmers. 

The Queen spent a large parti of 
yesterday’s daylight ride across 
North Dakota in conversation with 
farmers, and their wives, who 
boarded the train at various stops. 
She was told of diversified farm- 
ing and co-operative enterprises 
and realized that agriculture in 
her own country of Rumania has 
far to go to catch up with this 
country’s modern farming meth- 
ods. 

‘‘A real woman,” was the com- 
ment of the farmers after they 
had talked to the Qtieen. Mrs. A. 
Rarnes of Cotter Station said: 
“T believe you couldn’t stop her in 
anything she sets out to do.” All 
the Queen’s guests were put at 
ease, they said, by Marie's ‘‘Amer- 
ican handshake,” and friendly 
greeting. 
~ An Informal Introduction. 


Once when the train lurched on 
a curve Marie was thrown into the 
lap of Lynn Sperry, one of the 
farmers who boarded the train at 
Bismarck yesterday. 

“That certainly was an informal 
introduction,’ she laughed, as she 
regained her feet. 

Marie and Ileana wore native 
costumes to greet Rumanian resi- 
dents of Dickinson. The Queen's 
costume was a long white robe, 
embroidered in old rose and gold, 
covered by a linen cloak of old 
rose. She wore red Transylvanian 
boots and covered her head with a 
white veil, called a marama, worn 
by married women in Rumania. 
The Princess wore a long white- 
embroidered cloak with a black 
scarf about her head.

and neighbors packed the hall to 
watch them. 

To emphasize the public appeals 
he has made for all voters to go to 
the polls and the need he feels for 
the re-election of Senator William 
M. Butler, the chief executive ar- 
rived here on a special train from 
Wasnington at 9 m. today and 
went to the polls to cast his ballot 
in the State and congressional elec- 
tion. 

The special train left Northamp- 
ton on the return journey to Wash- 
ington just before noon, A stop of 
five minutes for change of engines 
was made here at Springfield. 
This stop was made in the railroad 
yards, where some 100 persons 
gathered to get a glimpse of the 
President, who, with Mrs. Coolidge, 
apepared on the rear platform ol! 
his car, but did not speak. 

With President and Mrs. Cool- 
idge on their special train was Ed- 
ward T. Clark, his personal sec- 
retary, who also is a legal resident 
of this city. United States Senator 
Frederick H. Gillett and Congress- 
man Henry L. Bowles of Spring- 
field, joined the party at Spring- 
field. 

Standing in the drizzle of rain 
at the station were a committee of 
old friends and hundreds of other 
residents. Mrs. Coolidge seemed 
especially glad to be home. She 
waved a greeting through the car 
windows before the train of seven 
cars came to a halt. On the plat- 
form school children who formed 
the majority of the crowd set up 
a shout of greeting. 

Hundreds Line 

The short distance to the polling 
place in Memorial Hall on Main 
street was lined on either sidewalk 
with other hundreds to catch a 
glimpse of the presidential party 
while flags were excitedly waved. 
Walking through a lane formed in 
the crowd was President and Mrs. 
Coolidge without delay walked to 
the polling place marked ‘Ward 
Two” and were greeted by Herman 
A. Hockemeier, inspector of vot- 
ing. He called “Calvin Coolidge,”’

walked to their booths.

Mrs. Coolidge, in particular, greet- 
ed hundreds of old acquaimtances 
by name. 

First to pass the reception line 
were the teachers of the high 
school. Following them were hun- 
dreds of students from the gram- 
mar, high, preparatory schools and 
Smith College.

Plans. 


CASE IS SET FOR 
HEARING NOV. 


Precedents Point to Drop- 
ping of Charges Where 
Accused Officials Have 
Resigned Before Trial.

WASHINGTON, Nov. . 2.—WNine 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, who have been appoint- 
ed as managers of the prosecution 
in the impeachment trial of Fed- 
eral Judge George Washington 
English of East’ St. Louis, will «s- 
eemble here Thursday to lay their 
plans for the trial, which is to be- 
gin before the Senate a week ome 
tomorrow. 

Since last week, when it lice 
known that William F. Zum- 
brunn, genera! counsel for the Ku 

lux Klan, had withdrawn as as- 
sociate counsel for Judge English, 
there has been speculation here a¢ 
to the probability that Judge En- 
glish would resign rather than 
'face trial. E. C. Kramer of East 
St. Louis, chief counsel for Judge 
English, hag stated, as is known, 
that so far as he knows Judge En- 
glish will be ready for trial Nov. 
10. Judge English has declined to 
discuss any phase of the case. 

Resignation Might Close Case. 

The consensus among those 
qualified to epeak upon the subject 
is that yoluntary retirement of 
Judge English would cause the 
trial to be dropped. This course 
is clearly indicated by the prece- 
dents. It has been followed in each 
of the five cases in which an ac- 
cused officials resigned his com- 


bean 


peachment resolutions had 
the 


reported to, or adopted by 
House. 

These cases were those of Judge 
P. K. Lawrence of Louisiana, 1839; 
Judge John C. Watrous of Texas, 
1860: Judge Mark H. Delahay of 
Kansas, 1872: Judge Edward Du- 
rell of Louisiana, 1874, and Judge 
Richard Busteed of Alabama, 1874. 

In the Delahay case, the House 
had gone so far as to exhibit ite 
articles of impeachment to the Sen- 
ate and appoint managers to con- 
duct the prosecution. After the 
no date 
was ever set for the trial. 

The charges against Judge 
Durell bore a remarkable similarity 
to the second article of the English 
impeachment charges, which ac- 
cuses the Judge of fostering «a 
“bankruptcy ring.” in collusion 
with his former referee in bank- 
ruptcy, Charles B. Thomas, The 
principal charges in the Durell 
were partiality to the official 
assignee in bankruptcy, extortion- 
ate charges by the assignee which 
absorbed the bankruptcy 
collusion by the as- 


ally 
and 


bankrupt property. 

Though the judiciary committee 
in this case was unable to show 
Judge Durell had  4{rect 
knowledge of the offenses he de- 
cided that discretion was the better 
part of valor and resigned before 
the case could be brought to trial. 

Case of_ Secretary Belknap. 

There was one other instance of 
a resignation by an accused effi- 
cia! after impeachment had 
reached an advanced stage. This 
was in the case of Secretary of Wag 
Belknap. who was charged with 
accepting part of the profits of an 
post tradership from a 
whom he had appointed.
